The Waubansia Land Case. 

The hearing of this important case, usually 
entitled the Waubansia Land Case, 
trial as to the title to a strip of land on 
west side of the North Branch, has just been 
concluded before the United States Cireult 
Court, Judge Thomas Drummond presiding. 
ihe tlle of the case is, “ Kingsbury et. al. vs. 
the Northwestern Railway Company.” Itis 
a case of ejectment, both contesting parties 
claiming to hold title from James Kinzie, 

The plat of Woubsnsia Addition to the city 
of Chicago was made in 1831, but not epread 
pon the records of Cook County until 1554. 
The plaintiff claims title by a deed executed 
by. Kinzie in May 1833. The defendant, as 
well as several other parties, claims title also 
from Knie of later date. As the Court, in 
charging the jary om Saturday let, gave 3 
belief summary of the testimony, as well as 
bis rulipgs and instructions, our statement of 
the main points in the sult are made from his 
charge. 

The troversy regarding the said strip of 
land t d upom the boundaries of Waubaa- 
tia Addition, the defendants claiming that the 
lines ran to the river. The original plat of 
thia Addition was, after record, withdrswa, 
and wes before the Court. The interest of 
the controversy hinged upon a impl. pale 
line, drawn upon that plat, to which the at- 
tention of the jury wae especially drected. 
It wae apparent to a casual observer ‘hat this 
line was not made with the same material, or 
at the same time, with the remainder of the 
boundaries on the ame chart. The latter 
were made with Ak, while the former ap- 
peared as though @swn with s lead pencil, or 
India ink. Profesor Bleney, who examined 
the significant Ine chemically, stated it as his 
opinion that it yas done with the latter. This 
line purported to be the eastern bou ndary of 
the lots. If thie was upon the original plat 
when placedon file for record, it should gov- 
erm their rights. This line is said to have 
been entrely legible when the controversy 
first commenced, The testimony of Mr. 
Wooley, the Surveyor, went positively and 
unc qu to show that he, himeelf, 

the line where it existed when he made 
the plist. This, however, was au ez parte ex- 


The pext teatimony in'fhvor of the theory of 
the plaintiff was that of James Kinzie, who 
Cistinctly stated that the line was piac ed there 
to des'guate the eastern boundary of the lots. 
Another fact was, that other parties had also 
sct up claims to the strip of land under the 
Kingsbury deed. The affidavit of S. L. Baker 
substantiated what Mr. Wooley had stated. 
Baker was at one time the attorney of the 
Kingsburys, and was offered some interest in 
the property for carrying on the suit. He 
complained that they afterwards repudiated 
euch action—before the sult had been deter- 


mined. 

Joseph C. Botsford, of Racine, sald in his 
testimony that in the winter of 1855-6 he, by 
the instractious of Meesrs. Kinzie and Baker, 
drew the line on the plat. He did it because it 
protected Kinzie’s rights. He had never said 


to epy person that it was a false line, or a for- “e ™ 


gery. The testimony of Wm, B. Ogden, Esq., 
was rebutting as to Baker. fle said the line 
was false and they never relied upon it. A 
deposition of Baker’s was taken lately in 
Denver City, in which he contradicted all 
Beteford had said in regard to the line. 

The Court instructed for the defense, sub- 
stantially as follows. — If the faint line upon 
the plat of Weubansia addition was placed 
there by Wooley, by order of Kinzie, it was 
<ntivety different from the other lines, and 
was not marked by the same instrument. 
Thie was a material fact. Neither Kinzie nor 
Wooley showed cause why the line was differ- 
ent. Another thing: At the time when the piat 
waa recorded, this line was not copied upon 
the record. This was ia 1834, when Mr Snow 
was Recorder. Mr. Snow had been examined 
but could give no light upon the subject. As 
to the argument that the recorded plat was of 
smaller size than the original, and that the 
line, if recorded in its proper place would 
have been blended with the line of the river ; 
it was for the Jury to ssy how reasonable it 


_- was. If it had been there, it would have been 


natural for the recording clerk to have put it 
on the book of records. Some of the east and 
west lines on the plat have been removed by 
sbrasion, while others remain, and run beyond 
the faint line and to the river bank. If the 
testimony of Botsford is to be believed, there 
exds the plaintiff's case, as Ae says he put the 
line there by order of Kinzie and Baker. Then 
the le can carry BO title. 

The te timeny of Mr. McCogg was material. 
He stated that in 1851, or 1852, his attention 
was called vo the claim tor the strip of land 
slinded to. He bought a lot, expecting that 
it ren to the river.. When be beard of the 
Kingsbury claim, he went immediately to Mr. 
Kinzie and hed en interview, during which 
Mr. Kinzie reluctantly brought forth what he 
believed to be the original plat. He thinks 
there was no faint lire on it at that time. He 
did not tee It; and bed it been there his inter- 
est was such that he would have been sure to 


dave obeerved it. 
This case bas been tried four times in the 


United States District Court, with the follow- 
Ang result: The firet trial wae not litigated, 
and terminated for the plaintif. The secoad 
was fi: ally litigated_and gave verdict for the 
plaln til A new trial was granted. The third 
resulted for the defendant. The fourth, the 
ove spoken of sbove, ‘ermineted by the Jury 
finding averdict for the defendant.
